Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment has NOT been entered because entry of this proposed amendment would render 
claims 5-7 indefinite, since the term "said upper surface" (claim 5, line 3; claim 6, lines 3 and 6-7; and claim 7, lines 3 and 6) would no 
longer have antecedent basis in the claims. Applicant should note that an upper surface for the panel member is first recited in claim 4, 
not claim 3 (i.e. the proposed parent to claims 5-7). See page 2 of the Office action dated December 1 , 2004. Also, it is not clear why 
claim 6 needs to be amended, since this claim recites that the air passageway allows air to escape "below" the upper surface of the panel 
member (see claim 6, last three lines); and therefore it appears that this claim properly depends from claim 4, which parent claim also 
recites releasing air "below" the upper surface of the panel member (see claim 4, last two lines). 
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
